Arrested by Telegruph.
A wlegraphle despateh was received yester-

K. Philllps, the defaulting Deputy Collector, at
Queenstown, Ireland.

§40,000 belonging to the United Stiates” while
serving under Collector MeHarg, The culprit
is but twenty-eight years of age, and he has a
young wife in a delicate conditlon of health,
and totally unprovided for. Orders wera trans-
mitted to Liverpool to the police and United
Biates Consul to arrest him npon the arrival of
the stenmer, giving at the same time a full de-
scription of the fugitive.
Onily a Lot of Conl Dust.

A band of sharpers planned and made anice
rald on the property of the United States Gov-
ernment in the Brooklyn Navy Yard a short
time ago. It happened In this wise: —An auetion
snle was held of condemned and worthless ma-
terial, tne schedule of which had been approved.
A clerk in the Civil Engineer’s ofMice, more Dar-
ling In name than attributes, quietly added to
the schedule, after it had been signe  the inno-
cent paragraph, “A lot of coal dust;” and this
list, so amended, was placed in the hands of the
auctioneer, The rale occurred at the specified
time, and the articles sold were knockad off at
the ratea prevalling on such oceasions, the
buyera Inspecting each article while the bidding
took place. When ‘“‘a lot of coal dust” was
reached, Darling sald it was over in the corner
of the yard, and the party, thinking it of litile
account, as it really was, did not visit It.

o few blds It was knocked down to the Kerrigan
brothers for seven or eight dollars. The sale
then closed.
